1. The sanitary authority shall be empowered to put in force with reference 
to the lands described in the schedule hereto and for the purposes aforesaid 
the powers of the Lauds Clauses Acts as amended by section 8 of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act 1896 with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 30 
otheiwi‘;e than by agreement or any of them. 

2. The costs aud expenses of the sanitary authority and the Local Government 
Board for Ireland incurred in respect of the application for preparation nia.king 
and confirmation of this Order shall be paid by the sanitary authority out of 
any rate applicable to defraying the expenses incurred by that authority in 35 
the execution of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896. 

3. This Order may he cited as the Blackrock (No. 1) Order 1902.
